While the thoughts of our readers are be­ 
ing directed toward Newspaper Week, they 
might properly turn to those three inalien­ 
able rights mentioned in the constitutional 
amendment that makes U.S. newspapers 
unique. 
One of these rights recently has been in­ 
volved in a great deal of newspaper writing, 
both in the news and in editorial comment. 
It is the right of the American people to 
keep their religion entirely separate from 
government. 


“Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof: or abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press; or the 
right peaceably to assemble and to petition 
the government for a redress of grievances." 


AMERICANS who accept full responsibility 
for the trusteeship of these and the other 
guaranteed rights that have made their free­ 
dom meaningful are sometimes accused of 
being over-zealous. Some who have insisted 
stubbornly that "Congress shall make 
rev 
law" means what it says have been accused 
of distarting the Constitution. 
Critics have argued that no harm would tie 
done with just a little bit of law, say just 
enough to let die politicians edge up an 
inch or two on the people’s guaranteed right 
to have a free press, separatum of church 


and state arid the right to ask for a redress 
of grievances. 


This is always proposed as something of 
lxmefit to the people themselves. People who 
propose such infringements may actually be­ 
lieve they would be acting in the people’s 
behalf. 


Their ignorance Is no excuse; they are 
letting some motive of expediency steer 
them in a direction away from constitution­ 
al freedom. 


“NO LAW means “ no law.” In the ex­ 
tension of constitutional principles to state 
and local law it means that “no law” shall 
he passed anywhere in violation of the first 
and foremosl constitutional 
safeguard 
of 
freedom—md by any 
state nor by 
any 
locality. 
This has not always been easy to under­ 
stand freedom itself is not always easy to 
understand, especially the ways in which it 
can be undermined and weakened by people 
with good intentions but foolishly unmindful 
of precedents that can be twisted by people 
with bad intentions. 
No legal expertise is called for to tell the 
American people what their Founding Fath­ 
ers meant to guarantee The language of 
the First \merriment us plain , . . "Con­ 
gress shall make no law." 
No law Not any law. Not anv law at all.

Either Harry Truman was misquoted in a 
Las Vegas comment favoring a national lot- 
1 terv 
to pay for government, nr the old boy 
. had plunged into tho spirit 
of the Ameri­ 
can Ijegton convention he was attending in 
the gambling capital of the United States 
Everyone who ever won an office betting 
pool or cleaned up on a long shot has fooled 
with the idea of a national 
lottery. In Las 
Vegas, where sucker-fleecing has b e e n 
turned into as poshy an art as it th in Monte 
Carlo, a lottery to end all lotteries might 
seem like more fun than a campus party 
raid. 
But considered away from the whirring of 
riot machines, the rattle of dice, the purr 
of the roulette wheels and the quiet music 
(rf packets of folding money being whomped 
into canvas hags, a national lottery' makes 
no more sense than financing government bv 
robbing banks. 
The money would still come from the peo­ 
ple. where it comes from now. But instead 
, of handing it over to the government as citi­ 
zens, Americans would be forking it over 
as gamblers gunning for a long-shot killing. 
It would be the crookedest game in the coun­ 
try, with the shortest payoff arri the longest 
house 
percentage. 
Compulsive 
gamblers 
would be the goats. 
And because the game would be crooked, 
it would breed crooks Much of the early cap­ 
ital spending in this country was financed 
, by lotteries In the early 19th century hun- 
* dreds were authorized by Congress arri the 
states. But by the end of the century lot- 
I tines were regarded as a “ pestilence" 
* Congress barred them and the S u p r e m e 


Court upheld its right to protect the people 
from the “pestilence of lotteries.” 
Our former president will feel better when 
he gets back to Independence. Mo., though 
we shudder tp think what Bess will say.

Our thoughts at this time are of Ricky, 
the German shepherd condemned to die by 
the highest legal authority (rf the great state 
of Virginia, the Supreme Court of Appeals.

500 mile* east, I drove into the 
valley. 
Let me tell you about Modesto 
Small cities

110 males east of San Francisco 
will swing into the news if the 
fruit and vegetable growers make 
good their private angry warn­ 
ings. lf labor can strike, so can 
they, they say. 


MODESTO is the county seat of 
Stanislaus County, rn one of the 
most sprawling, fertile, productive 
valleys in the land. When I arriv­ 
ed there was peak harvesting of 
tomatoes. 
The growers had been short 12 - 
000 workers for more than a week. 
The losses can’t be calculated. 
Some of the fruit which should

have been harvested that week 
was finally picked — but a week 
too late. Much of it was overripe 
One grower alone lost 12.300 
worth of tomatoes in rejects at 
the carmen' bn a single day after 
he was able to start picking The

off markets. 
The 
fewer 
t h e 
“ fruit." the higher the prices in 
the big cities. 
Pickers are scarce for manv 


reasons in the tomato fields, as 
well as in the more difficult as­ 
paragus and melon fields 
Stanislaus County, for instance, 
needs five thousand to six thous­ 
and pickers for peaches early m 
the season. At the height (rf the 
season the growers need 11.000 
men. Then, {it the end virtually 
no hands are needed.

Stewart Udall, .America’s re­ 
doubtable and likable secretary 
of parks, forests and America 
the Beautiful, made a mistake 
when he allowed Premier Khrush­ 
chev to beard him (Udall) in 
his Russian den. The mistake was 
rn attempting to placate Khrush­ 
chev over Cuba by indicating (as 
the official count shows) that the 
New Frontier felt itself under 
pressure by extremists who, how­ 
ever (Mr. Udall further indi­ 
cated). would not be allowed to 
prevail. 
This attempt to placate toe 
Soviet leader was a mistake for 
several reasons, not the least of 
which 
is toe fact 
that 
Mr. 
Khrushchev finds being placated 
very boring, and therefore very 
irritating.

It should be said for Mr. Udall, 
however, that he has a perfectly 
good official excuse for havuig 
been taken verbally to the clean­ 
ers bv Khrushchev. 
Not being a foreign affairs 
specialist, Mr. Udall was under 
instructions from Washington that 
during 
his 
Soviet 
journey 
he 
would concentrate on listening — 
not talking. From a bourgeois 
vantage point this may sound Uke 
good sense. From a dealing with 
the Bolsheviks vantage point, it 
is very, very unsound sense. 
No American of any import­ 
ance, or for that matter no Ameri­ 
can of unimportance, ought to be 
sent to the Soviet Union without 
being able to give better than he 
gets in any ideological debate. 
Rudeness 
and 
crudeness don’t 
have to be mixed in with verbal 
toughness although Mr. Khrush­ 
chev sometimes makes such re­ 
straint rather hard.

must be no United States workers 
available before the Mexicans — 
braceros—can come rn. The U. S. 
workers ran take their pick of 
picking They wait and see where 
the wnrk is less backbreaking. 
So you can have toe crisis of 
“ fruit" suddenly ripening in t h e 
field The crop must be picked or 
it rots. But many of toe “domes­ 
tics" are in one part of a county, 
waiting, for a peach crop, while 
a melon crop Is near ruin 
Then your sentiment all depends 
on where you at. lf you are a 
farm worker you just don’t want 
to do “stoop labor.” 
You don’t want to go oui into 
toe higher-paying melon fields rn 
HO degree heat picking melons 
and slinging them into a heavy 
hag over your aching shoulders 
So you wait for the $1.10-an-hour 
peach picking harvest. 
But if you’re a grower and lour 
investment is out in that sun­ 
baked field arri a year’s income 
may melt in that sun, you want 
help immediately. And you don’t 
want to wait for the bureaucratic 
farm workers referral offices or 
the other official agencies to de­ 
cide at the last minute whether 
you can have Mexican help. 


IF YOU’RE a grower you’re 
ready to pay — and I was startled 
at how much. I hive just gone 
over wage costs in some fields. 
Mexican melon pickers, willing to 
work ai toe sun. have earned 
from 120 to 130 a day, while U.S. 
pickers have waited for toe lower 
jiaying though less brutal peach 
crop, giving them $10 a day. 
I have checked and rechecked 
payroll records on a melon ranch 
— and found that at the height of 
the season 
some 
packing shed 
workers have earned as much as 
$600 a week. Women in other shed 
operations have taken home more 
than $200 a week This happens 
during a period of 15 weeks. Some 
average $4,000 for that period. 
Others take $6,500 Then th e 
crop runs out and they do get un­ 
employment relief ranging up to 
$55 a week. 
These are the steady workers. 
They lay off from the second week 
in October to late April. They 
start then rn El Centro. T h e y 
work the crop there and then 
swing onto a circuit — from El* 
Centro to Yuma. Aux, and on to 
the San Joaquin Valley in t h i s 
general area. 


THE GROWERS 
say 
they’re 
ready to pay. But they' want work­ 
ers. They say that they are forced 
to take any itinerants who come 
along, though they may not be 
farm workers, but want a few 
day* pay and then dnft on. 
They report that in a batch of 
workers sent them not so long 
ago, just one man out of 1,798 
domestic workers worked more 
than four weeks. All the others 
quit in a short tune. 
In Salinas. America’s vegetable 
basket, during one harvest sea­ 
son, only 63 out of 1,193 U. S, 
workers completed a job for which 
they vere hired. 
Small wonder one grower t o l d 
me: “You folks in the big cities 
hefter take notice One of these 
days toe vegetable basket will be 
empty We can strike, too. T h e 
unions do it The farmers do it. 
We will, too.'' 


mg the voters to defeat even those 
Republicans who agree with him 
about the "welfare of their coun­ 
try."

Mr. Eisenhower, not­ 
ing that the Democrats have a 3-2 
majority in the House and a 2-1 
margin rn the Senate, asked: 
"What does he want? One-partv 
government? 
That’s 
the thing 
we're supposeu to be against 
In tbe Soviet Union, of course, 
they do not permit free election* 
but the men at the top of the gov­ 
ernment do select the candidates. 
Mr. Kennedy’s real trouble is 
with members of his own p artv - 
especially the Democrats from toe 
South. Instead of going before the 
people in toe primaries in those 
states and expressing his opposi­ 
tion — as other presidents of his 
party have done — he refrains 
from any form of political attack. 
Indeed, he fears that he may an­ 
tagonize Democrats who. upon re- 
election, will continue to be chair­ 
men of important committees 
To accomplish Hidirectly, there­ 
fore, what he cannot do directly. 
Mr. Kennedy proposes to punish 
Republicans who support ham in 
order to get Democrats elected 
who presumably will vote his way 
on every issue instead of on se­ 
lected measures. 


SO IT ALL adds up to a acorn 
of Republican* who have helped 
the President out of many a legiw 
lative hole in the last two session* 
of the present Congress.

A. Recently developed drugs are 
highly effective and, with proper 
hygiene, will clear up pinworm 
infestation in short order.
